I. COMMENTS: GENERAL - IF IT HAD NOT BEEN FOR DEPT'S SYMPATHETIC 
AND ACCELERATED RESPONSE TO REQUESTS FOR STAFF INCREASES IN PAST 
TWO PACKAGES, MANILA COULD NOT HAVE COPED WITH IMPRESSIVE WORKLOAD 
INCREASES SHOWN HEREIN FOR FY76 (IVS ALMOST 20 PERCENT, NIVS 10 
PERCENT, SCS OVER 20 PERCENT AND PPTS OVER 15 PERCENT) AND ALSO 
EXPERIENCED IN FIRST HALF FY77. IN ADDITION TO STATISTICAL INCREASES, 

WE ARE PROVIDING CLEARLY BETTER SERVICES AND ARE MUCH MORE NEARLY 
COMPLYING WITH REGULATIONS AND PROCEDURES. IN ACCORDANCE WITH 
MISSION POLICY OF KEEPING STAFF LEVELS AS LEAN AS POSSIBLE (AND 
CUTTING BACK IN MANY SECTIONS), CONSEC HAS RESISTED ASKING FOR 
ANY INCREASES. WE WILL TRY TO COVER SIGNIFICANT WORKLOAD REPRESENTED 
IN ADJUSTMENT TO RECENT AMENDMENTS TO THE ACT-ONLY PREFERENCE 
VISAS ISSUED HERE SINCE 1971 HAVE BEEN IN FIRST THREE CATEGORIES, SO 
CORRESPONDENCE, PACKETS AND APPOINTMENTS, AND OTHER WORK RELATED 
TO HANDLING LOWER PREFERENCES AFTER OCT 1 WILL BE BIG NEW 
HEADACHE-BY USE OF OVERTIME, ETC. RESEARCH (FRAUD) UNIT NEEDS 
LOCAL SECRETARY TO TAKE CLERICAL LOAD FROM INVESTIGATORS BUT WE 
WILL TRY TO SHARE A SECRETARY FROM PPT FOR NOW. IF WORKLOADS 
CONTINUE TO INCREASE, EVEN AT REDUCED RATE, WE WILL BE STRETCHED 
THIN AGAIN IN SEVERAL PLACES BY FY79, INCLUDING LOCAL PASSPORT-MAKER 
POSITION IN PPT, LINE OFFICER IN NIV, ETC. ALTHOUGH WE NOW 
RPT NOW ARE RESISTING ASKING FOR ADDITIONAL POSITIONS IN FY79, 

WE MAY HAVE TO CHANGE THAT IN NEXT YEAR'S PACKAGE IF INCREASES 
MENTIONED HERE IN THE FOLLOWING PARAGRAPHS COME TO PASS. 

IMMIGRANT VISAS:

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EMBASSY ISSUED 30,652 IVS IN 12-MONTH PERIOD ENDING 30 JUN 76 
AND 8,354 IVS IN 3-MONTH TRANSITION PERIOD ENDING 30 SEP 76. 

THE 31,915 FIGURE IN SCHEDULE I FOR 12-MONTH PERIOD ENDING 
30 SEP 76 REFLECTS AN ABNORMAL VISA YEAR. EMBASSY'S ESTIMATE 
OF 32,700 FOR 12-MONTHS ENDING 30 SEP 77 AND 600 ANNUAL INCREASE 
FOR FY78 AND FY79 BASED ON FOLLOWING ASSUMPTIONS: 

A. THE 17,500-ODD IVS ISSUED ANNUALLY WHICH CONSTITUTE 
MANILA'S SHARE OF THE 20,000 LIMITATION FOR PERSONS BORN IN 
PHILIPPINES WILL BE CHANGE SUBSTANTIALLY. 

B. NUMBER OF IVS ISSUED TO ALIENS CHARGEABLE TO OTHER COUNTRIES 
AND TO SPECIAL IMMIGRANTS (SA, SB, SD, SE) WILL REMAIN NEGLIGIBLE. 

C. NUMBER OF IR-1 THRU IR-4 CASES WILL REMAIN RELATIVELY 

STABLE. THIS SITUATION COULD CHANGE DRASTICALLY IF EITHER OR BOTH 
OF THE TWO LARGE MILITARY BASES PHASE OUT OF OPERATION OR ARE 
REDUCED IN SIZE. THIS WOULD MEAN DRAMATIC INCREASE OF IR-1 AND 
IR-2 CASES INITIALLY, FOLLOWED BY SHARP DROP TO LOWER LEVEL AFTER 
THE LARGE TROOP BASE HAD BEEN REMOVED. 

D. THE ONLY IV CATEGORY LIKELY TO INCREASE IS IR-5. AS 
FILIPINOS BECOME U.S. CITIZENS AS THOUSANDS MORE DO EACH YEAR, 

THEY PETITION FOR ONE OR BOTH OF PARENTS, OFTEN TO ENABLE PARENT 
TO PETITION FOR UNMARRIED SONS AND DAUGHTERS. WE ESTIMATE THAT 
AT LEAST 600 MORE NEW IR-5 CASES WILL BE HANDLED EACH YEAR. 

WE ALSO BELIEVE OUR REFUSAL RATE (23 PERCENT FOR 12 MONTHS 
ENDING 30 SEP 76) WILL LEVEL OFF AT ABOUT 25 PERCENT. 

ANOTHER REQUIREMENT FOR WHICH OUR VISA BRANCH MUST ALLOCATE 
SUBSTANTIAL MANPOWER RESOURCES TO MEET TIME-CONSUMING HIGH- 
PRIORITY OBLIGATIONS IS IN REFUGEES. ALTHOUGH WE HAD HERETOFORE 
CONSIDERED INDOCHINESE REFUGEES TO BE TEMPORARY PHENOMENON, 

THEY NOW APPEAR TO BE WITH US FOR FORESEEABLE FUTURE. UNFOR- 
TUNATELY, THIS WORKLOAD IS NOT REFLECTED ANYWHERE IN THIS REPORT, 
UNCLASSIFIED

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INCLUDING IN MANHOURS. 

NONIMMIGRANT VISAS: 

THE INCREASE EXPECTED IN FY76 ARE BEGINNING TO MATERIALIZE AS WE 
ENTER SECOND HALF OF FY77. ALTHOUGH IT MAY NOT BE INDICATED FULLY 
BY WORKLOAD FIGURES, WE FOUND IT NECESSARY DURING FY76 TO INCREASE 
THE NUMBER OF NIV LINE OFFICERS FROM TWO TO THREE BECAUSE OF HIGH 
LEVEL OF PRESSURE UPON THE OFFICERS, BOTH IN INTERFIEW CASELOAD 
AND FROM PSYCHOLOGICAL AND PUBLIC RELATIONS STANDPOINTS. A HIGHLY 
PUBLICIZED INCIDENT INVOLVING AN IRATE REFUSED APPLICANT WAS THE 
CATALYST FOR THIS DECISION. DEPARTMENT IS AGAIN REMINDED THAT NIV 
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DEMAND IS UNREALISTICALLY LOW BECAUSE OF TRAVEL CONTROLS IMPOSED 
WHEN MARTIAL LAW WAS DECLARED HERE IN SEP 1972. THERE HAS BEEN A 
GRADUAL RELAXATION OF ISSUANCE OF PASSPORTS SINCE THAT TIME AND 
THIS IS REFLECTED IN OUR GROWING WORKLOAD. ANY DRASTIC REMOVAL OF 
TRAVEL CONTROLS WOULD CAUSE DRAMATIC INCREASE IN NIV DEMAND, 
CAUSING RAPID JUMP IN OUR REFUSAL RATE AND NEED FOR ASSIGNMENT 
OF ADDITIONAL OFFICERS TO THE NIV LINE. THIS POSSIBILITY IS 
NOT RPT NOT REFLECTED IN ANY REQUEST FOR ADDITIONAL STAFF IN 
SCHEDULE V. ITEM 27 REFLECTS FEES FOR PHILIPPINE VISAS ONLY 
FOR OCT AND NOV 1975, PRIOR TO 1 DEC 1975 AGREEMENT ENDING 
FEES. FOREIGN FEE COLLECTIONS ARE NEGLIGIBLE.

SPECIAL CONSULAR SERVICES: 

MOST SIGNIFICANT WORKLOAD INCREASE IS IN ITEM 36, NOTARIALS, 

WHICH SHOWED 20 PERCENT INCREASE IN FY76 AND CONTINUES TO GROW, 
ALBEIT NOT QUITE SO FAST. MUCH OF THIS IS DUE TO A DECISION 
TO ACCEPT ALL COMERS EACH DAY RATHERN, AS IN THE PAST, LIMITING 
CASES ACCEPTED. THIS, AND THE INCREASED JAIL VISITATION 
PROGRAM, IS POSSIBLE ONLY BY FULL-TIME ASSIGNMENT OF ONE JUNIOR 
OFFICER TO SCS UNIT, WHICH FORMERLY SHARED THAT OFFICER S TIME 
WITH CITIZENSHIP UNIT. DECREASE IN OTHER AGENCY SERVICES IS 
DUE TO TRANSFER OF SOME FUNCTIONS, INCLUDING HEADSTONES, TO 
OTHER AGENCIES ATTACHED TO MISSION. AN IMPORTANT ELEMENT OF 
SERVICES PERFORMED BY SCS UNIT FOR AMERICAN CITIZENS CONTINUES 
TO BE IGNORED BY THE UNSATISFACTORY FORMAT OF THIS REPORT. 

SUCH SERVIDES INCLUDE LETTERS TO PHILIPPINE IMMIGRATION AND 
FOREIGN AFFAIRS ON DEPARTURE AND TAX CLEARANCES AND EXIT PERMITS 
(REQUIRED FOR EACH DEPARTURE), NOTES VERBALE, OBTAINING 
PHILIPPINE AND FOREIGN VISAS FOR MISSION AND MILITARY PERSONNEL, 
ETC. SUCH SERVICES FOR FY76 INCREASED REAL TOTAL SCS CASES BY 
MORE THAN ONE-THIRD. 
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PASSPORT/CITIZENSHIP: IN ADDITION TO SIGNIFICANT INCREASE IN 
PASSPORT ISSUANCE DURING FY76, MUCH OF WHICH WAS DUE TO BICENTENNIAL 
PASSPORT, WE ARE WITNESSING ANOTHER INCREASE IN FIRST MONTHS OF 
CALENDAR 1977. ISSUANCES OF TOTAL OF 81 1 PASSPORTS IN MARCH 
REPRESENTS SECOND HIGHEST TOTAL IN POST HISTORY. THIS
